She further stated that she feels it:is 
incumbent upon her to aid Jewish people and those of 
foreign birth, In accordance with these feelings, she 
continued, she has in the past. assisted either as a sponsor 
or performer at many organizations whose ultimate purpose 
or officers were unknown to her.’; In’many instances, according

"The New York Post", a New York City daily 
newspaper, dated May 21, 1968, page 28, contained a death 
notice on Ray Lev, age 56, concert pianist, whowas found 
dead on May 20, 1968, in her apartment at the Spencer Arms 
Hotel, 69th Street. and Broadway, New York City. 


On May 29, 1968, Investigative Clerk John P. Walker 
advised that the records of the Bureau of Vital Statistics, 
Borough of Manhattan, under death certificate number 11229, 
revealed that Ray Lev, 140 West 69th Street, New York City, 
born May 8, 1910, in Russia, died on May 20, 1968, at New 
York City, by means of asphyxia by smothering with plastic 
bag over head. - The records also revealed that she was 


buried on May<24, 1968, at Montefrore Cemetery, St. Albans, 
New York.
